Some Jewish leaders here 
| argue that there is no point in 
\fighting Mosley now 
citizens and members of poli- 
) tical parties and trade unions. 
i\may fight him if they feel 
| constrained to do so, but Jews 
as Jews, and Jewish bodies 
engaged in the defence of 
Jewish interests, should leave 
|Mosley alone. After all, they
